SILVER-LIKE AND BLAND. 
We have had numerous calls of late for 
copies of the Bland silver bill, and that our 
readers may readily understand the status 
of the biil, we give it in full for the second 
time, together with the amendment pro­ 
posed by the Senate Finance Committee 
Here is the Bland bill as it passed the 
House: 
That there shall be coined, at the several mints 
of tbs United States, silver dollars of the weight 
of four hundred and twelve a n d a half grains 
Troy of standard silver, aa provided in the net of 
Jan. 18,1887, on which shall be the devices and 
superscriptions provided by said act, which coins, 
together with ail eilver dollars heretofore coined 
by the United States of like weight and fineness, 
shall be a legal tender, a: their nominal value, 
for nil debts and dues. public and private, except 
where othermiee provided by contract; a n d a n y 
o w n e r o r an.vin bullion m a y deposit th e s a m e 


ST ANT UNITED STATES COINAGE 
MINT OK ABSAX 
OFFICE, TO BE COINED INTO SUCH DOLLARS, KOB HIS

When the bill reached the Senate, the 
Committee struck out all the words printed 
in small capitals and as a substitute offered 
the following: 
“And the Secretary of the Treasury la author­ 
ized and directed, out of any money in the Treas­ 
ury not otherwise appropriated, to purchase, from 
time to time, silver bullion at the market-price 
thereof, not less than two million dollars per 
month, nor more than four million dollars per 
month, and cause the same to be coined into such 
dollars. And any gain or seigniorage arising 
from this coinage shall be accounted for and paid 
into the Treasury, as provided under existing 
laws relative to the subsidiary coinage, pto- 
vided, that the amount of money at any one 
time invested in auch silver bullion, exclusive 
of auch resulting coin, shall not exceed $5,000,- 
000.” 
The proposed amendments In addition to 
this one, are numeroui. The Finance 
Committee in the Senate recommended 
that when the bill became a law, the Pres­ 
ident shall invite the Governments of the 
Latin Union to join in a conference with 
the L nited States, to adopt a double stand­ 
ard. 
Senator Burnside proposed to make the 
•liver dollar a legal tender only for debts 
of more than $500, so that the working 
men shall not be paid 90 cents instead of a 
hundred. 
Senator Cameron, of this State, proposes 
to make the weight of the silver dollar 420 
grains. Senator Christiancy, offered an 
emendment to make the dollar contam 434 
grains. Blaine s proposition is to make 
the dollar 425 grains in weight, have an 
unlimited coinage, and to be an unlimited 
legal tender. There are several other 
amendments, but these are of little im­ 
portance, and will hardly be considered by 
the Senate.

Washington, Pa., Feb. 15—The crema­ 
tion of the remains of Mrs. Ben Pit­ 
man, of Cincinnati, was succesetnlly ac­ 
complished this afternoon, the entire oper­ 
ation lasting less than two hoars. The train 
bringing the remains reached here about 
l l o’clock this morning, and the body was 
taken directly from the station to the cre­ 
matory. The casket was made of cherry, 
with an 
unvarnished mahogany cover, 
beautifully carved, a present from the Cin­ 
cinnati School of Design, of which the de­ 
ceased lady was a member. 
It was lined 
inside with white satin. 
The corpse was accompanied only by Mr. 
Pitm an and Mr, Plympton, of Cincinnati, 
a personal friend of the Pitman family. 
All strangers and newspaper representa­ 
tives were rigidly excluded from the build­ 
ing during the cremation, the parties pres­ 
ent being Messrs. Pitm an and Plympton, 
and those persons in charge of the furnace. 
The estimated heat of the retort at noon 
was 1,200 degrees Fahrenheit, and Dr. Le­ 
moyne stated this morning that he estimat­ 
ed the highest degree of heat which the 
furnace has ever shown at not over 1,200 
degrees.

This ended the ser­ 
vice. The parlor in which the service was 
held was finely decorated with flowers, and 
the flags of America and England were dis 
played over the remains. The lid of the 
coffin, which was a plain cherry casket,was 
beautifully carved, the work being done by 
Mr. Pitman and his daughter. The remains 
were then taken to Washington, Pa., ac­ 
companied only by Mr. Pitman and Mr. 
Plympton. At two o’clock on Friday after­ 
noon the cremation took place, no ono but 
Mr. Pitman and the parties in charge being 
present.

A CUP OF COLD WATER. 


H o w Use

From a letter ta Springfield Republican. 
At one time during the winter of 1361 I 
was on duty at the headquarters of the De­ 
partment of Western Virginia, then in 
charge of General F . W. Lander. One day 
it was reported to me that certain prison­ 
ers in a building near by were sufiering for 
food, fad, medicine aud chance to wash. 
I immediately visited them and found them 
to bo West Virginia rebels rn charge of 
West Virvlnia University, and between 
these two classes there was no love lost. I 
went back to headquarters and soon found 
myself engaged with the generals and col­ 
onels there assembled rn an animated dis­ 
cussion, I maintaining that, although it was 
impossible for us to give all our own sick 
the attention 
they ought to receive, 
aud our own soldiers must necessarily sui­ 
ter from the cold, that, nevertheless, our 
honor demanded that we see to it that our 
prisoners had every comfort. 
I was in 
the rn moray, but not alone in the debate, 
and it It had apt been.fur General Lauder 
I c jqld not have carried my ipoult. 
In a 
few bonito I bad the prisoners and their 
quarters Well washed au l led, and abund­ 
ance of fuel, the jick made as comfortable 
as possible abd the guard changed, 
lo a 
few days the most ut them had taken the 
oath otaliegtauce to the United Slates and 
been released. 
On the UT th of September, 1802,1 lay on 
the battle*fieid of Antietam, taint, bleeding 
and helpless. Our line had been driven 
back lrom where I fell* and the rebel am­ 
bulance corps was busily at work near me. 
I raised myself on my elbow, and in doing 
so attracted the attention of two men who 
were about to carry off a wounded rebel. 
They carried me off the field and deposited 
me in the rear of a straw stick ; then one 
of them went away a moment and returned 
with Stonewall Jackson aud his staff. One 
of the aides knelt down beside mc aud 
asked ,me who was in command of our 
army that day and if I knew the number 
of men we had, and what that number was. 
To which I replied that General McClel­ 
lan was in command; that I knew 
how many mea we had, but should not 
tell the number, but that he would find 
before night that we had enough to lick 
them out of their boots, 
(de rose up in 
haste, and stepping to the side of Jackson’s 
h^rse, gave in the information he had o b : 
tained. and I knew from the quick glance 
and halt smile of Jackson thai he was re­ 
porting to him the exact number of men 
we had out side. Then the surgeon had a 
moment's conference with Jackson, and 
returning to me said: 
“General Jackson 
tells me to say to you that you will be im­ 
mediately started for Rico mood in an am­ 
bulance and with a guard ; that you will 
be taken to a private residence and given 
the best of care; that you will be detained 
in the city till the close of the war, under 
guard or on parole as you choose.” 
He then mounted his horse to procure 
an ambulance, but had ridden but a few 
paces before a shell from one of our guns 
burst iu, lront of his horse, which reared 
and threw itself over backward, breaking 
the neck of the surgeon and causing instant 
death. The shells came thick and fast and 
Jackson and his staff rode forward to the 
lute.

Postage Stamps on Commission. 


From th* Washington Post. 
The postmaster at St. Louis has reported 
to the department the number of stamps 
aud stamped envelopes sold and canceled 
during the week ending Feb. 1,1878, from 
which it appears that 102,584 three-cent 
stamps, and 13,232 postal cards, not includ­ 
ing, however, official and periodical, can­ 
celed during the week in excess of the value 
of those sold, is $3,449.41. This would 
make th# excess during the year $179,369.* 
32. To this should be added the value of 
say one million envelopes at $3 per thou­ 
sand, or $3,000, making $182,369 32, which 
represents the total annual loss to the Gov­ 
ernment at the one office through the 
coaration of the law allowing fourth-clais 
postmassers a commission on stamps.

ABOUT BUTTER. 


Its H is to r y , A n c ie n ! 
a n d M o d e r n - 
H o w It C a m e I n to Lae* 
The Scientific Farmer says: “Although 
butter was know to the Greeks soon after 
the time of Hippocrates, it does not seem 
to have been used by that people as an ar 
tid e of food. Curiously enough, Aristotle 
although particular in his account 
of 
cheese, dots not mention butter. 
Yet I. 
seems that the Scythians were acquainted 
with 
its 
use,; 
for 
Hippocrates 
mentions 
their method 
of 
making. 
There seems but little evidence that butter 
was known to the ancient Hebrews, for 
what is translated in the Bible ‘butter’ is 
generally admitted to mean ‘cream / Yet, 
says Solomon, ‘Surely the churning of milk 
bringeth forth butter.’—Pro?, xxx., 31 
The early Greek writers seem, however, to 
have known oi its U9e by the Thracians 
and Germans. The ancient Christians of 
Egypt burnt butter rn their lamps instead 
of oil, and the practice was allowed during 
Christmas by the Roma a Church,” 
The Scientific Farmer gives the follow­ 
ing &3 the mode of making and marking 
the butter of a somewhat celebrated dairy 
in Massachusetts: “In ten hours alter set­ 
ting we skim carefully, and let the cream 
stand over night at a temperature of about 
sixty degrees, varying according to the 
season, fifty-six being best in summer, six 
ty-two in winter. The churning generally 
occupies from thirty to forty minutes, aud 
is done m a barrel churn by steam power 
When the butter breaks and is in lumps 
about the size oi a Champion pea, the but­ 
termilk is drawn off. Then we rinse three 
or four times with pure water, about the 
temperature it is desired to work the but­ 
ter at. 
After this, we gather it as much as 
possible in the churn; then place It on the 
butter-worker, and roll it out a half doxen 
times, sopping up all the moisture. 
Salt; 
three ounces to ten pounds of butter, put­ 
ting it on with a fine seive when the butter 
is rolled out thin like pastry under the 
rolling pm. Then we knead it thorough* 
Iv with spate, and roll out a 
few times 
more. Atter this it is set aside for from 
four to five hours in acool place, just time 
enough to allow the salt to dissolve and 
thoroughly disseminate through the butter; 
if the butter remains over night, the grain 
forms so completely that 
after 
being 
worked it seldom recovers its former qual­ 
ity. 
We cow work it a second time sim­ 
ply to render it more flexible and easier to 
make up into three-cornered lumps. I 
am convinced that when the so-called 
lanced butter is ‘off color/ it is due as 
much lo overworking as to not being 
worked enougd. 
it is a mistaken idea 
that many have, that labor makes good 
butter.” 


Protect Your Fowls and Houses. 
Many a fancier has had cause to sigh and 
to seriously deplore the loss of some floe 
bird or birds which have disappeared dur­ 
ing the night rather mysteriously. 
In 
most cases it is folly to attempt to discov­ 
er the last resting place of the missing 
birds, or to Aud a clue to aid in tracing 
them, and the most that can be done is 
either to set a trap, stand guard yourself 
some night until the thief be found, or 
have a guard placed in your chicken yards 
every night whose watchfulness and integ­ 
rity cannot be doubted. The latter is by 
far, the best plan, and the best guard is the 
ever faithful shepherd dog. Not only will 
he give warning of the approach of stran­ 
gers who have attaste for chickens, but he 
will generally drive them off quickly him­ 
self, often giving the intruders convincing 
assurance that it is best to try other fields 
of labor. 
When it once becomes known 
that you have a faithful, fearless dog, one 
capable 
and 
willing to do his du­ 
ty—which the shepherd dog ha9 ever 
proved himself to be—running in your 
yards at night to guard and protect your 
fowls, there need be no fear of tramps or 
others borrowing the fowls alter business 
hours. The shepherd dog is a good rat­ 
catcher, for many a fine, fat rat, have wg 
seen suffer the penalty between the jaws 
of the active shepherds—Poultry Yard.

A farmer’s eye among his stock is worth 
more than his hands. 
Penney I ran la supplies one-fifth cf the 
rye produced La this country, or 3,577,641 
bushels out of 16,618,795. 
Sheep fed in sheds consume from one- 
flftb to one-haif less food, and increase one- 
third more in weight, than those fed in the 
open field.. 
Wilson’s Albany strawberries made their 
first appearance in New York last week, a 
month earlier than lo 1877. They came 
from Norfolk, Va,, and brought $4 per 
box. 
A farmer in Appanoose Co., Iowa, has a 
hundred head of stock cattie that he has 
fed only three times this winter; they hav­ 
ing been on pasture all the time, aud in 
good condition. 
Tobacco bas been such a profitable crop 
in Wisconsin this year that the (armers in­ 
tend to go into the business more exten­ 
sively next season. 
A Missouri farmer says that within his 
experience it happened that corn was 
worth but seven cents in the field, but that 
before a year elapsed it sold for 95 cents 
, per bushel. 
Based on the average yield of the land 
in the United States, it would require the 
product ot 4,000 acres in corn. or 6,000 
acres in wheat, to lolly load one freight 
steamer of a carrying capacity of 3,000 
tons.

At a recent farmer** meeting rn Mass­ 
achusetts a speaker gave a receipt for mak­ 
ing farming pay, aa follows; ’‘Have but 
one business, and get up in the morning 
and see to it yourself.” 
According to The Northampton, Mass , 
Gazette, Wm. ti. Douglas, of Greenwich, 
has a very remarkable cow. It is stated 
that she gave in the month ol June, 1,362 
quarts ot milk; the most she gave in any one 
day was 52j-£ quarts. She averaged through 
the munth 46.4 quarts a day; at six cents a 
quart the milk would bring $83. 02. 
Peas and beans, corresponding more 
with the elements of fat than the ^various 
grains, are better adapted to the produc­ 
tion ol wool than either wheat, corn, rye, 
barley, oats or buckwheat. These latter, 
together with the rutabaga turnip, being 
peculiarly adapted to the production of tat, 
should be used mostly tor the feed ot 
sheep when undergoing the process of fat­ 
tening.

member of congress. 
Blue grass sown on soil adapted to it, 
soon expels every other species ot grass. 
it should be sown In September or Octo­ 
ber, but will do yery well when sown in 
the Spring, March or April, if the season 
he favorable. That grown in open land is 
both more abundant and nutritious than 
that grown on woodland like the “open­ 
ings” in the West, and will keep a larger 
amount of stock on a given area, and keep 
them better.

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How to Make Fork. 
From the National Live Stock Journal. 
Don’t forget that warm weather is the 
time to make pork. 
Thtre is but little 
profit in feeding hogs, so far as pork mak­ 
ing Is concerned, when the thermometer is 
iown to zero. Kemember this fact, and 
commence feeding early. Hogs that are to 
be marketed this year ought now lo be id 
fair condition, and should be led unspar­ 
ingly from this on until they are ready tor 
the market. The great lunas of western 
farmers rely entirely upon our great sta­ 
ple—corn—fur a fattening food ; aud cer­ 
tainly there is nothing that equals it for 
ibis purpose. With a large majority of 
fedora the growing crop is depended upon 
lo lit the nog* nuWjon hand for the market; 
and when this .is the case, they should 
commence just as soon as the corn is hard 
enough to be of service. 
But when there 
is a sufficient quantity of old corn on .hand 
it will be found more profitable to continue 
it* use until the new crop is thoroughly 
ripened. It the hogs tire of it in its hard, 
dry form, it will be found profitable to shell 
it from the cob, and then soak it—say 
about two hours—before feeding, for a few 
days, and then return to the dry corn. The 
great secret of successful pork-makiog lies 
in keeping the appetite of the hog In good 
condition, then supplying it plentifully 
wilk corn, and making your pork before 
the advent of cold weather.

Hilling Potatoes. 
Bds. Country Gentian I n—The inquiry 
suggested by one of your correspondent, 
J so. 31st, whether success is easily attaina­ 
ble by flat culture of potatoes, is a yery 
natural one. Here, as in hi* section, large 
aud successful potato growers aim to make 
good, large and round hills. 
If they are 
a little convex at the top, all the better ; 
but it is found that earthing up around 
the plants is very important. 
There is a 
reason for this, and it is not far to seek. 
The potatoes love a cool, moist soil, and 
the earth heaped about the young plants 
act as ti mulch, securing both these condi­ 
tions. The soil beiug porous, absorbs all 
the water wfiich falls ou the hills, and the 
tops prevent the moisture from evapora­ 
ting On sandy soil potatoes are usually 
planted deeper, and.there hilling is less 
necessary. 
W. J. F. 
My experience and observation teach 
that different soils require different treat­ 
ment in their culture. I find that in our 
climate, on hard or heavy toils, potatoes do 
much the best where they are moat hilled. 
The hard soil requires a greater exposure 
of surface to the sun and air than light 
warmer soils, to accomplish the same pur­ 
pose. Id this way I account for the differ- 
ence.

He 
was 
born 
in 
Coventry, .Chenango county, New Yorkf 
October 25, 1792—probably the first white 
child born ic that vicinity. Of like kith 
and kin were William Goodell, DD., mis­ 
sionary of the American Board and one of 
the translators of the Scriptures at Con­ 
stantinople, and Capt. Silas Goodell, of the 
revolutionary war. At the age of five years 
the subject of this sketch removed with his 
parents to Windsor, New York. In early 
childhood he suffered a severe illness which 
left him for some time lame. The confine­ 
ment caused by this infirmity fostered 
habits ot thought and study which doubly 
less contributed largely to mould his char­ 
acter and shape his future. Debarred 
from childish sports his mind was occupied 
with the atudy of such themes as the lim­ 
ited library to which he b ai access sug­ 
gested to him. Ilia principal reading con­ 
sisted of the Bible, Wall’d Psalms aud 
Hymns, Hort’s Hymns, Methodist Pocket 
Hymn Book, Pilgrim's Progress, writings 
of Mrs Elizabeth Rjwe, Wesley’s sermons 
Fletcher’s Appeal, and some odd volumes 
of the Spectator aud Guardian. 
Religious 
services in those days were a luxury and 
families frequently trudged through the 
woods on foot or rode with ex teams for 
miles to hear a sermon In a school­ 
house. 
The mother died in 1803, and with the 
breaking up ol the family, William was 
transferred to the home of bis mother’s rel­ 
atives 
in Aments, where he attended 
school and assisted ca the farm. A year 
later he was sent to other relatives la Pom­ 
fret, Conn., where he remained five years 
studying and working in like manner. 
Here he had the additional advantages of 
two public libraries, aud the daily society 
of his grandmother, a woman of more than 
ordinary culture and ability. A convert of 
Whitefield’*, and an eye-witness of many 
of the scenes of the revolution, she had de­ 
cided opinions on all theological, ethical 
and political topics, and impressed her 
yiews strongly upon the imind of her apt 
grandson. 
In 1812 he went to Providence, R. I., 
and engaged in mercantile business as a 
clerk. Success attended him, arid in a few 
years he accepted an offer from a promi­ 
nent firm as assistant supercargo in one of 
their ships bound for India. China and 
European 
markets. 
He 
set 
sail 
January 
I, 
1817, and 
thus traveled 
abroad for over two years. Returning he 
engaged in business at Wilmington, N. C .; 
afterwards at Providence, R. I ; and at 
Alexandria, Va. At the South, he had am­ 
ple opportunity to study the working of 
the slavefy system of which he became 
such a deadly and powerful opponent. 
In 1823 he was married to Miss Clarissa 
C. Cady, daughter of Deacon Josiah Cady* 
of Providence, R. I. 


He first commenced writing for the press 
rn 1820, in the Providence Gazette, in a 
series of articles against the pending Mis­ 
souri compromise. 
From that time on 
he wrote frequently for various periodicals 
on the living religious, moral, and political 
issues of the day. 
A residence of two 
years in New York city, from 1825 to 1827 
compelled him to notice the controlling 
prevalence of vice, and then it was that he 
discovered his heaven-appointed life-work 
to be an uncompromising 
warfare with 
gigantic public evil*. 
In 1827 he com­ 
menced to edit the*weekly “ Investigator” 
at Providence. Two years later he re­ 
moved 
to 
Boston 
connecting 
his 
Investigator” 
with 
the 
National 
Philanthropist. 
In 
June 
1830 
he removed to New York whsre he con­ 
tinued his paper under the name of the 
Genius of Temperance.” Here also he 
afterward edited the “ Emancipator.'' At 
Utica aud Whitesboro, N. Y., he edited the 
•‘Friend ol Man,’' from 183G to 1842. Here 
too be issued his monthly “Anti Slavery 
Lectures” for one year, and commenced 
his “Christian Investigator.” Continuing 
the latter publication be removed to Hon­ 
eoye, N. Y , where he acted as pastor of an 
independent reform church for several 
years. In 1S53 he returned to New York 
and successfully edited the “American Ju ­ 
bilee,” “Radical Abolitionist,” and “Prin- 
Gipia.’* After the abolition of slavery he 
resumed his temperance lecture*. Afier 
residing in Lebanon, Conn., five years he 
removed to Janesville in 1870. 
Besides his other writings he had w rit- 
en several volumes as the “Democracy of 
Christianity,” in two volumes; “Slavery 
and Auti-Slavery,” a history of the strug­ 
gle ; “American Slave Code,” and “Our 
National Charters,” showing the illegality 
of slavery, and theconstliutnnal pow­ 
er of the government to control it, besides 
several volumes on religious and ethical 
subjects, which are still in manuscript. 
Among these are “Liic and Teachings of 
christ,'' i^d “The Highest Good,” showing 
that moral good is higher than natural 
good. During the last two years his pen 
bas been chiefly busy ic the temperance 
cause. 
He has been preparing a sesies of 
twenty article* for “The Living Issue” 
published in New York. 
Nine of these 
have been already printed, and he was at 
work on the eighteenth of Ihe series when 
bis tired hand dropped the pen forever. 
These articles were concerning the work* 
logs and results of the Maine liquor law. 
They were to be published later in pam~ 
phlet form. A few weeks before his death 
he was awarded a pries for an essay on 
“The Social Aspect of the Temperance 
Question,” which was the last work of a 
voluminous nature which he penned. 
Mr. Goodell assisted in organizing the 
American Anti Slavery Society of Rh Ila 


delphia, in 1833; the Liberty party, in Al­ 
bany, N. Y., in 1S40 ; tho American Mis­ 
sionary Association at Albany, in 1S4G ; the 
National Prohibition party, in Chicago, In 
1869, and participated in the reunion of 
abolitionists at Chicago, in June, 1874, 
which was the last time that he ever passed 
beyond the city limits of Janesville. 
Mr. and Mrs. Goodell celebrated their 
golden wedding la this city July 4, lS73t 
their two children, Mrs. Rev. L. i \ Frost, 
and Miss Lavinia Goodell, attorney-at-law 
of Janesville, being present together with 
three of their grandchildren. 
Among the other pleasing incidents of 
his life was an interview held with Presi­ 
dent Lincoln, the night before the procla­ 
mation of 
emancipation was 
signed. 
Dr. Geo. B. Cheever, and Dr. Brown, of 


I N. Y., were also present, and it is said to 


I have been the last interview Mr. Lincoln 


I beld before penning his autograph to that 
I important document, and la supposed to 
have had great influence in causing him to 
reach the decision he did. 
Mr. Goodell’s views on 
reformatory 
subjects are probably sufficiently Indicated 
in this sketch. He was strongly rn favor 
of the woman suffrage movement, and his 
religious views were those commonly term­ 
ed Evangelical, he being an honored mem­ 
ber of the Congregational church at the 
time of his death. No words need be said 
in his praise. The work of a life-time 
speaks more and higher praise. 
For some time past he has been eclee- 
bled by ill health and old age, but his men­ 
tal faculties remained unimpaired. About 
a week ago his chronic ailment returned, 
and his life of usefulness ended calmly aad 
peacefully. 
The funeral services will take place at 
the Congregational church to morrow af­ 
ternoon at half past 2 o’clock.

The New York returns of the imports and ex­ 
ports for the month of January have just appear­ 
ed, and the Journal of Commerce of this city 
remarks that as New York imports abont two- 
fifths of all the goods landed in the United States, 
and exports less than half of all the outward 
shipments, the foreign commerce of the United 
States tor January is likely to export of over six­ 
ty millions, against and import of considerably 
less than forty millions, a balance of twenty-five 
millions in a single month. The New York Bul­ 
letin says: 
The foreign trade returns of this port for the 
month of January make a very lair showing, the 
importations of other than tree goods and pre- 
ciova metals being nearly ae large as those for 
the corresponding month last year, while in the 
export movement, particularly ot domestic mer­ 
chandise, there la a very marked Increase over 
both 1876 and 1S77. The returns of the past seven 
months of the fiscal year abow importations but 
slightly in excess of the corresponding period of 
1871, and considerably less than the total of <67?, 
while the exports of mercu andia* show a very 
heavy gain all throng. The movement of specie 
daring the month wee moderate, shipments show 
tag a slight Increase, and imports a decrease os 
compared with last year. The value of exporta 
was swelled to the unusally large total of $29,182,- 
992 by the heavy ehlpmente or grain and provis­ 
ions, and of general merchandise there was on 
the whole a greater movement than Is usual in 
January. 
There was during last month a decrease of $2,- 
979,648 In the foreign coin value of imports as 
compared with January last year, sad a decrease 
of $5,129,570 as compered with the same month in 
1876. This decrease was largest on free goods, 
the Import***00* of the same having been$1.7l5(- 
943 leas than in January last year, and $2,855,429 
below the total of 1876. The withdrawals from 
warehouse were nearly $2,000,000 ieee than leat 
year; and this, coupled with the Isl ling off in 
free goods Md direct entries, shows the value of 
foreign merchandise thrown upon the market to 
have been about f 3,750,OOO less than in January, 
1877.
